“Question Mark” Soaring to New Record, Officials Say

Hoover, president-elect, w ill make 
no public statem ent of policy and 
no speeches of any kind from now 
until the day he delivers his in ­ 
augural address. 
This was the 
word 
conveyed 
here today. 
It m eans 
that 
the 
president-elect has determined to 
do nothing to Interfere 
in 
any 
way with the com pletion by Pres­ 
ident Coolidge of his term 
and 
that any conferences 
which 
are 
held here prior 
to Inauguration 
w ill be inform al and of an advis­ 
ory character. 
Mr. Hoover will 
stick to his role of private citi­ 
zen, consulting with leaders and 
gathering inform ation for use a f­ 
ter March 4. 
Mr. H oover’s speech making on 
the South American trip was con­ 
fined to m essages of 
good 
will 
and w ere not intended as indica­ 
tions of a 
particular 
trend 
in 
foreign policy. One newspaper in­ 
terview in which Mr. Hoover said 
that he did not favor 
interven­ 
tion in the affairs of Pan-Am eri­ 
can countries w as construed as a 
rebuff toward the Coolidge policy 
in Nicaragua but it was not so in­ 
tended. 
Hm Approved Policy. 
Mr. Hoover, as a member 
of 
the C oolidge cabinet, as approv­ 
ed th e Coolidge 
foreign 
policy. 
The foreign policy of the United 
States under Mr. Hoover in Cen­ 
tral and South America w ill be

The policy of the

Mr. Hoover has 
managed by his trip to get more

newspapers giving the 
American 
view point and conception of rela­ 
tions between 
sovereign 
peoples 
than it baa been possible to

when isolated cases

friction 
arose.

Make Other Trips. 
Mr. H oover’s good w ill lour is 
regarded here as the fore-runner 
of other trips by the new execu­ 
tive looking toward the sam e re­ 
sult. It would not be surprising lf 
Mr. Hoover took a good will trip 
to Europe som e day when the po­ 
litical situation has clarified and 
a specific opportunity offers itself 
for the im provem ent of relations 
between the European and Amer­ 
ican peoples.

hours and 7 m inutes established 
in Belgium.

Boston. Jan. 2—(A*)—The Boston 
finance commission sitin g as a tri­ 
bunal to hear charges of bribery 
today heard Emil Fuchs, president 
and manager of the Boston Nation­ 
al baseball league 
team, 
testify

councillor, had sought a bribe for 
favorable action by him to permit 
Sunday baseball and other sports 
in Boston. 
The hearing was 
on

Fuchs’ testim ony had to do main­ 
ly with a meeting in his suite at 
he Copley Plaza hotel, at which, 
ie said, Lynch told him he repro 
rented a "bloc” in the city council 
which could hold up passage of 
the Sunday sports bdl recently en­ 
dorsed by a referendum 
in 
the 
state. 
“Lynch told me.” Fuchs testified, 
“that they (members of the bloc) 
bad come to the conclusion that 
passage of the bill 
would

Adams Sunday hockey 
and

they thought they ought to get 
something out of It. 
They figured, 
Lynch said, how many Sundays the 
Braves would have and how much 
the receipt.- * ould * be.

footing.

Chairman 
Borah of the foreign relations com 
mitte laid his cards on the tabic 
today before Chairman Hale of the 
laval committee, .sponsor of tin 
navy bill. 
Senator Hale later announced lie 
would speak tomorrow on the naval 
bill, when it automatically comes 
before th e senate, 
and 
Senator 
Borah said he then would call up 
the pact and keep it constantly 
before th e senate and to that end 
the understanding was reached. 
Previously, senate 
leaders 
had 
been given to understand by op­ 
ponents of the navy bill that if the 
treaty were voted upon first no 
filibuster would be waged against 
the naval m e a s u r e f Senator Curtis 
of Kansas, the Republican leader, 
has been active In working out the 
grogram for consderation of the 
two propositions. 
Expect Stubborn Fights. 
T h e conference of 
Borah and 
Hale therefore is believed to have 
dissipated another row in the sen­ 
ate between the forces seeking to 
glv one proposal priority over the 
other. 
Stubborn fights are iii prospect 
against botli the treaty aud the 
cruiser measure but 
with 
final 
votes apparently assured on each. 
no filibuster is expected against 
either. 
Those fighting the treaty 
are among the hearty supporters 
of the naval bill while the group 
of Republican 
independents 
who 
are opposing the 
naval 
bill are 
among those endorsing the peace 
pact. 
President 
Coolidge 
wants 
both. 
Once the treaty Is ratified, and 
Senator Dors ii is confident this can 
be accomplished within a few days, 
opponents of the naval construc­ 
tion measure are going to use the 
treaty as part of their ammunition 
in tile war against increasing the 
navy.

is used in packing articles to make 
them more safe from breakage, is 
now the community’s leading in­ 
dustry. 
Besides the excelsior 
factory, 
the company operates a sawmill 
and planing mill. At the present 
time, twenty men 
are employed, 
but when the two mills are run­ 
ning, there is an increase in the 
number of men on the payroll. In 
addition, the plant gives employ­ 
ment to men who are employed in 
the woods getting out the timber 
that is used in making excelsior. 
The local concern is a subsi­ 
diary 
of the 
American 
Forest 
Products company, which also op­ 
erates mills in 
Marinette, 
Osh­ 
kosh, Rice Lake and Minneapolis. 
Interesting Process. 
The making of excelsior is very 
interesting, as well as educational. 
The management extends an invi­ 
tation to the people of Rock and 
vicinity to visit the plant, and will 
explain the various processes of 
manufacture to the visitors. 
Balm of Gilead and poplar are 
the principal woods used here in 
the making of excelsior, although 
some basswood is taken. In 
the 
woods, these excelsior 
bolts, as 
they are called, are cut 55 inches 
in length. A bolt must be four 
inches or larger at the 
top, ac­ 
cording to the mill requirements. 
Anything over nine inches must 
be split once, and over 12 Inches 
must be quartered. 
Long Drying Process. 
The bolts are peeled 
in 
the 
woods and allowed 
to 
dry 
for 
about six months before they are 
shipped to the factory. After ar­ 
rival at the yards here, they go 
through another drying 
process 
which requires from 
12 
to 
15 
months, dependent upon climatic 
conditions. 
The 
Maple 
Ridge 
Manufacturing plant uses 
about 
5500 cords of bolts annually. Be­ 
cause of the time needed in dry­ 
ing, a large amount of wood must 
be in stock. 
When the bolts are ready to be 
used. they are hauled 
into 
the 
factory and cut into blocks, eight-

length. 
These 
blocks are placed lengthwise 
be­ 
tween two slowly revolving roll­ 
ers.

fine fibers of the wood, making 
the curled shreds known as excel­ 
sior. 
Goes All Over World. 
As the knives cut 
the 
wood, 
the excelsior drops upon a slant­ 
ing board, which carries 
it to a 
mooring belt. 
This 
wide 
belt 
conveys the excelsior to an ad­ 
joining room, where it drops into 
a press. As the bales come from 
the press, they are wheeled into 
cars for shipment, or, if no orders 
are on hand, to the large ware­ 
house, near the press room. 
The cars are usually shipped to 
Chicago, where the excelsior 13 
placed on the market. The Amer­ 
ican Forest 
Products 
company 
maintains large 
warehouses 
in 
several of the principal cities. The 
more general use of excelsior is in 
the packing of 
fragile 
articles, 
much being used during the busy' 
Christmas holiday buying season. 
Another use is for stuffing uphol­ 
stered furniture and 
mattresses. 
Excelsior made in Rock goes to all 
parts of the world.

TUE ONE-BUCK law has 
in­ 
creased the numb" r of deer 
in 
Michigan. 
This 
increase 
has 
been recorded in spite of the in­ 
crease in the number of hunters 
mid in the numb0:* of bucks slain. 
Everyone knows that, had 
the' 
old one-deer law been in effect 
this year, the kill 
would 
have 
been three or four times as large 
as it was. and that the deer would 
probably have been 
face-to-face 
with extinction. 
It is true, perhaps, 
that 
the 
huck law has not provided u buck 
for every hunter, and that it has 
not resulted in an increase which 
has kept pace with tho increased 
number of hunters. That does not 
mean, however, that the state Is 
ready to discard 
the 
one-buck 
plan. 
The time will never come 
when 60.000 or 70.000 hunters 
can all fill their 
licenses 
and 
leave any deer in the woods for 
another season. 
Joseph Bottkol, of Menominee, 
prominent for many

conservation circles, puts it this 
way: 
"Killing baby deer

In many cases parents are much 
too ready to give 
large doses of 
castor oil, with the result that the 
irritation of the bowel produces 
a rupture of the 
appendice 
and 
makes the condition far nib re se­ 
rious. 
In some cases severe infection 
of the lung may 
produce 
nerve 
stimulations which are reflected 
downward over the abdomen, so 
that pneumonia 
may 
give 
the 
symptoms of appendicitis. 
Bowel Obst rue lion. 
Other conditions 
which occur 
and which are particularly diffi­ 
cult are acute obstructions of the 
bowels due sometimes to worms 
or irritations, but in the vast m a­ 
jority of cases in infants due to 
pushing in of one part 
of 
the 
bowel into another, exactly as one 
turns a sock inside out. 
In this case the symptoms are 
sudden, with periodic attacks and 
screaming. 
The 
child 
may lie 
quietly between attacks, but the 
attacks themselves are so severe 
as to produce a terrific reaction. 
Here also a scientific diagnosis is 
of the utmost importance for the 
saving of life. 
The parent who wants 
to 
be 
safe will take no chances 
wheh 
the child complains of severe ab­ 
dominal pain. A scientific 
diag­ 
nosis made early will give mental 
relief to the family if the condi­ 
tion is merely too much dessert, 
and save the child’s life if it is 
something more serious.

who pay the taxes of these states 
dem and th at th e money be spent 
to keep th e roads open. It is es­ 
tim ated th a t benefits 
to 
busi 
ness organizations, which 
make 
use of the roads, pass the 
$25.- 
000,000 m ark in value, 
m ulti 
plying the s ta te s’ investm ent five 
times. 
Snow rem oval has been consid­ 
ered an increasingly 
im portant 
part of each state highw ay 
de­ 
p a rtm e n t’s work during the

since 
anything so startling bas occur­ 
red as Roy Riegel’s 
now-famous 
run toward his own goal line at 
Pasadena. 
“ Such things have 
happened 
before but not as a deciding fac- 
tr in so big a game.” That about 
sums up the impression of 
foot­ 
ball men hereabouts 
today 
to 
whom the question of precedent 
for Rlegei's dash was put. 
There has long been 
the 
fa­ 
mous case of “Snooks" 
Dowd, 
onetime major league ball play­ 
er, who ran nearly 200 yards for 
a touchdown— some 70 yards to 
his own goal and then, upon dis­ 
covery of his error, 
over 
IOO 
yards the right way" tor a score, 
including the distance across the 
field. 
But Riegels had no such 
luck. 
“ I never have heard of a play­ 
er making so long a run in the 
wrong direction,“ 
said 
Edward 
Hall, chairman 
of 
the 
football 
rules committee, “but I have seen 
players start the wrong way 
a 
number of times after 
emerging 
from a mixup with 
a 
fumbled 
ball. 
“It was very easy, aa I read the 
play, for Riegels to go wrong. He 
was not accustomed to ball-carry­ 
ing and he probably came out of 
the mix-up head down, bent sim ­ 
ply on moving away.

2—(ZP)—'The 
controversy over the ownership of 
an important section in the Elks 
Hills naval reserve in Kern county, 
Cal., was reopened today when the 
supreme court set aside an injunc­ 
tion which had restrained the sec­ 
retary of the interior from inquir­ 
ing into the title to the land held 
b f the Standard Oil Company of 
t’allforuUv. 
The question ar I fume, 
as 
ex­ 
plained by the court, was whether 
tim land was known to contain 
minerals at the time it was sur­ 
veyed and claimed by the state of 
California as a part of its school 
lands. 
Congress authorized an inquiry 
in 1224 into the quetsion of owner­ 
ship of the section, but, when the 
then secretary of the interior, Dr. 
Hubert Work, attempted to pro­ 
ceed with tho investigation, the 
Standard 
Oil 
company 
obtained 
from the supreme court of the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia an injunction re- 
Htraining him from so doing. 
The 
court 
held 
that Albert B. Fall. 
while secretary’ of the Interior, had 
taken action which precluded re­ 
opening of the queetton of title, 
lta action was affirmed by the cir­ 
cuit court of appeals, but was re­ 
verted today by the supreme court 
Authority Misplaced. 
la an opinion by Justice Bran 
dele, to which there was no dis­ 
sent. but in which Justice Stone 
did not participate because he had 
officially acted in the matter while 
attorney general, the highest court 
declared that “when Secretary Fall 
undertook to determine, not as a 
fact whether the land was known 
to be vninersl in 1203, but ss a pro­ 
portion of law that, because of 
other conceded facta, 
the 
com 
pany’s title bad become unassail 
able, he acted without authority; 
and the order of dismissal based 
thereon did not remove the land 
from the jurisdiction of the de­ 
partment.” 
The supreme court emphasised 
that the inquiry which Secretary 
Fall should have directed should 
have gone into the question wheth­ 
er the land wha of known mineral 
content when surveyed. 
It declar 
ed if congress never intended that 
the state’s claim to the land, re­ 
gardless of lta known mineral char­ 
acter, asserting 
that ip 
taking 
anch a position the secretary would 
nullify the expressed Intention of 
congress that mineral lands were 
not granted to the state. 
„ When California was admitted to 
statehood, the land in controversy 
was part of the public domain to 
which she was entitled for school 
purposes. In 1903 after survey, the 
United States declared the land 
mineral in character, and Califon 
nla to select other 
land 
in 
ex 
change. 
California contended that in the 
following year, 1904, the govern 
ment restored the section to the 
public domain, when it was opened 
to selection as 
school 
land. 
In 
1902 the land was wthdrawn tem 
pbrsrlly from entry by the govern 
ment and the next year was re 
served by the secretary of the in­ 
terior pending legislation by con­ 
gress. 
In September, 
1912, 
the 
land was included in the Elks Hills 
naval oil reserve. 
The Standard 
Oil company obtained possession 
of It in 1910 and nine years later 
discovered oil on the section. 
Under today's action by the su­ 
preme court the secretary of the 
interior now will be able to inquire 
fully into the title of the Standard 
. Oil company to the land, the de­ 
cision depending on whether the 
land was of knowu m'neral char­ 
acter at the time it was surveyed 
by the government and claimed ny 
the state.* 


“Instances of players
